On Federal Housing Bill Urged Cited By Morrison 


A. F. of L. Housing Committee Asks Immediate Enactment of | 
Wagner-Steagall Measure Authorizing Loans Totaling ie 
One Billion Dollars to Provide Dwellings 


Prompt enactment of the Wag- 
ner-Steagall housing bill, in order 
that the machinery of the 
government may be immediately 
utilized to remedy the deplorable 
housing shortage which afflicts mil- 
lions of working men and women 
and their families, is again urged 
by the American Federation of La- 
bor housing committee and all of 
the nineteen national and interna- 
tional unions affiliated with the A. 
F. of L. building trades depart- 
ment. 


The purpose of the bill is to set 


up a federal housing authority to 
issue bonds, fully guaranteed by 
the United States government, not 
to exceed $1,000,000,000 over a 
four-year period at the rate of 
$200,000,000 for the first year, 
$250,000,000 for the second year, 
$250,000,000 for the third year and 


$300,000,000 for the fourth year. 
The billion dollars provided by 
the bond will be used for 
loans to state and municipal hous- 
ing authorities for the purpose of 
low-rent

constructing housing ac- 
cording to the principles of the 


federal act. 
There is also a provision for an- 


nual grants or subsidies not to ex- 
| ceed $10,000,000 a year for four 


years to keep rents down to rea- 
sonable levels. 

The Wagner-Steagall bill was in- 
troduced in both houses of congress 
on February 24, and referred to 
the senate committee on education 
sand labor and the house committee 
on banking and currency. 

Hearings have been held by the 
senate committee, but the bill 
still in the committee stage. 

Observers suggest that one rea- 
son for the delay in the parliamen- 
tary consideration of the 
the controversy in the senate 
over President Roosevelt's proposal 
to reorganize the federal judiciary 
and enlarge the number of justices 
on the supreme court.

A.F.L. Leadership 


“Wise leadership and organ- 
ization on a flexible and volun- | 
tary basis” was given as a, 
credo for organized labor by 


Ogden L. Mills, former secre- 
tary of the U. S. treasury, in a 
discussion of the labor situation in 
the United States before the new 
school of social research in New 
York, the past week. 

Mills had in mind, 
conservative leadership as  ex- 
pressed by the American Federa- 
tion of Labor over the years. 

In the rapid spread of C. I. O. ac- 
tivities (though he did not mention | 
names) he saw the solidarity of | 
labor on the downward path, be- 
cause of unwise leadership led by
